LEADVILLE IN 1880. 
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Ine Wonderful Progress of Colorado's 
Magic City. 
i Leadville Cor, of the New York Tribune. | 

About a year has elapsed since Mr. White 
wrote bis admirable series of letters from this 
camp. It bas beenavery busy year. The 

opulation of the city is said to have doubled. 
Estimates of the present number of inhabi- 
tants range from 25,000 to 30,000. The busi- 
ness area of the city has also doubled. A 
year szo Chestnut street was the principal 
thoroughfare. It is still an important street, 
but has been eclipsed by Harrison avenue. A 
year ago the hill-sides bore a wilderness of 
cabins, each set down where to the owner 
seemed good. To-day the city is laid out as 
regularly as Philadelphia. Harrison avenue 
ard Chestnut street cross atright angles. The 
streets ieading from Harrison avenue are, re- 
spectively, East or West Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, etc. Streets leading from 
Chestnut are Pine, Spruce, Hemlock, etc. 

Some of the streets are con¢picuously main- 
iy by their names, but every new cabin does 
something toward wheeling be street it is on 
into line. The streets are not only ‘named, 
but the cabins are numbered. The rudest 
shanty has its bit of numbered tin over the 
door. The numbers run weil into the hun- 
dreds, and some of the cabins boast numbers 
infour figures. Beyond the regular streets 
lie what are called the suburbs, the cabins on 
the hills. Comparatively few of the cabins 
are painted. A painted cabin is a sure sign 
that the owner has brought his family to 
Leadville. There seems to be passion for lace 
curtains in Leadville. Shanties built of logs 
with the bark on, and having only one win- 
dow, will have that window draped with lace. 
It is not uncommon to see a grand piano in a 
cabin that cost less than one-fifth as much as 
tbe piano. 

The character ofthe buildings bas improved 
materially within the vear. A tireiimit has 
been established, within which only buildings 
of brick or stonecan be erected. There has 
been some deviation from the rule during the 
past winter, on account of the inadequate 
supply of brick, but practically Harrison 
avenueis becoming an avenue of brick aud 
stone. Very many more contracts for build- 
ing have been let during the past six weeks 
than were let during the corresponding six 
weeks last year. 

The city government was organized April 
14,1879. In addition to the work already 
mentioned, the city has macadamized Harri- 
son avenue, Second and Chestnut streets: has 
established a tire department, introducing a 
fire alarm telegraph, and created a good po- 
lice force. A system of graded schools has 
been adopted, affording instruction for about 
1,500 pupils, anda new school-house, to cost 
$20,000, is soon to be built. A plentiful sup- 
ply of pure water has been secured, having a 
head of 165 feet at Harrison avenue. There 
are thirty-two street lamps lighted by gas. 
and the eg public and many private 
edifices buvethe luxury of gas light. The 
city, in its work, has gone on the pay-as-you- 
go principle. The rate of taxation has been 
two cents on a dollar. The city has no fund- 
ed debt, and the floating debt varies from 510,“ 
000 to $15,000. City warrants are worth 
about ninety cents on the dollar.

Ihe Last Phase of the Zulu War.

The Pride of St. Louis. 
St. Louis Letter to Chicago Times. | 


The Crow art museum is well under way, 
and will be a most munificent gift as well as a 
bandsome architectural ornament tothe city. 
This public-spirited millionaire, to the disgust 
of his son-in-law, set apart some $200,000, 
one-half of which will be expended in the 
erection of the handsome art gallery which 
will immortalize his name, while the balance 
will constitute a permanent endowment fund. 

Its parks are St. Louis’ pride, the largest of 
which, appropriately named Forest Park.“ 
contains over thirteen hundred ares. Its 
stretehes of woodland and grassy fields, with 
meandering streams, rustic bridges and 
macadam roads are pleasing in their natural- 
ness and solitude, while the contrast in cross- 
ing to Tower Grove Park is like the difference 
between the country lass and the city belle. 

The latter park—beautifully kept, orna- 
mented with fountains and the handsome 
bronze statues of Shakspeare and Humboldt, 
of heroic s1ze—was the property of Mr. Henry 
Shaw, the millionaire, with the adjoining gar- 
dens bearing bis name, the whole containing 
between four hundred and tive hundred 
acres. Coming to the city in 1816, he 
became one of her most successful mer- 
chants, and on retiring from business, being 
heirless and with ample means to pursue his 
love for botany, he expended fully $1,000,000 
in purchasing and beautifying the property, 
until its present perfect condition has been at- 
tained. Its care is now bia daily joy, and at 
his death all will revert to St. Louis. As his 
are the finest botanical gardens in the country 
—there being of exotics and rare or tropical 
flowers alone nearly thirteen acres—I called 
upon him at his residence inthe gardgns. He 
is hale and hearty, with snowv hair—remark- 
ably well-preserved for an octogenarian. 

His mausoleum he has erected amid the 
flowery groves, and not far distant is a mem- 
orial to the celebrated naturalist, Nuttall, of 
whom heisadevotee. lu the museum near 
by hang paintings of Torrey, Nuttall, Hooker, 
ourown distinguished Asa Grav, and other 
noted botanists. The valueof this bequest to 
the city will exceed $1,000,000.

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TO OWN THE COUNTRY. 


Gigantic Purchases of Wheat Lands by 
the Standard Oil Company. 
5 From the Petreleum World. | 

During the past few months the Standard 
Oil Company has had agents through the 
Northwest buying lands, principaliy in Min- 
nesota, for which, in every instance, cash has 
been paid. None but the best wheat lands are 
being taken. These purchases have already 
amounted to 40,000 acres in Minnesota alone. 
Two weeks ago a man was sent quietly from 
Pittsburg to superintend a large portion of 
this land. Of the 40,000 acres, 20,000 will be 
broken up and cultivated in wheat this year. 
Purchasing agents are stillin the Northwest, 
and tbe work of gobbling lands continues. 
This purchasing committee travel in a special 
car, and when they encounter a tract of land 
that suits them, it is at once absorbed. Much 
of this property is in the shape of land grants 
to railroads. It is the intention of the Standard 
Company to purchase a million acres of the 
choicest wheat lands of the West before an- 
other year. The chances are that they will 
bave this enormous quantity inside of six 
montbs, as the work of buying is being carried 
oninthe most princely manner. It is said 
to bethe most gigantic land speculation that 
apy country has ever known, and yet 80 se- 
cretly has it been carried on that nobody out- 
side of the giant oil monopoly knew of it un- 
til 40,000 acres had been gobbled up. These 
enormous purchases are being made from the 
profits of the Standard’s oil business, a large 
percentage of which comes in the shape of 
rebates from railroads. None of the capital 
stock of the company is being tied up in this 
land grab. Discussing the big speculation, a 
prominent railroad man says: In this rail- 
road managers can see some of the results of 
permitting corporations like the Standard Oil 
Company to exact drawbacks and rebates on 
shipments.“ Aside from rebates on freights, 
alarge portion of the Standard’s profits 
ce mes from their manipulation of 
the oil markets. These are but two of the 
sources whence the monopoly can draw for 
the capital they are now investing in these 
Western lands. A corporation that can in- 
crease its assets to $22,000,000 in ten years on 
a capital of $100,000, control legislatures and 
the three great trunk iines of the country, is 
probably not pressed for funds. The opinion 
obtains among those who are cognizant of this 
move of the Standard that the object is to get 
control ef the wheat market. They will be 
large —— of wheat, and, if necessary, 
large buyers as well. It is thought their pow- 
er over the railroads, as shown in the trans-

THE POLE SEARCHERS. 


Howgate’s Expedition Sailing Awey to 
tne icy Seas. 


Washington Special to N. I. Herald, 22.) 


The steamship Gulpare, with the Arctic 
exploring party, left to-night on her voyage. 
The start was made under the most auspicious 
circumstances. A beautiful moonlight nicht, 
and the vessels in the harbor gayly decorated 
with flags, and bands of musie playing lively 
airs, together with crowds on the wharves 
and tugs in the river filled with anxious peo- 
ple, added to the scene. The Gulnare was an- 
chored about one mile from Washington, and 
during the day was Visited by many persons 
of high station, together with many scientific 


men. 

After notice Was given to prepare to start 
but little time was lost in getting under way. 
Those who composed the expedition bade 
farewell to their wives and friends, and the 
Stars _ Stripes were run up. One flag, 
presehted by the Michigan delegation, was 
displayed from the bow, and another, the one 
used by Dr. Kane, floated from the stern. 
The Gulnare was accompanied a portion of 
the way on her trip by the Secretary of War, 
the Chief Signal Officer and a number of 
citizens of the District of Columbia, including 
Capt. H. W. Howgate, the father of the ex- 
peuition. Everything went off successfully 
und cheers were given until the vessel turned 
the bend in the river, when the crowds on the 
wharves und in the boats returned to the 

city. 
Tobe Gulnare will sail direct to Halifax and 
there take on board Lieutenant G. C. Doane, 
of the Second United States Cavairy, and W. 
H. Low, of the Twentieth Infantry, who have 
been granted leaves of absence by the Secre- 
tary of War, the former forfour months and 
the letter for twelve months. After these offi- 
cers are shipped the vessel will proceed to St. 
John’s and coal. In consequence of the large 
quantities of ice floating in the neighborhood 
of Labrador the Gulnare will sail to the East 
and thence to Lady Franklin Bay. 

The question of the Gulnare carrying the 
Unmed States flag has been one that has caus- 
ed considerable discussion, as she isa British 
bottom and has not received an American reg- 
ister. Capt. Howgate, in order to settle the 
question, referred it to the Attorney-General, 
and that officer said that underthe law au- 
thorizing the expedition she could carry the 
American flag: Lieut. Doane will assume 
charge of the station at Lady Franklin Bay so 
soon as the colony is established. 

This afternoon the Gulnare was inspected 
by Mr. Saville, Supervising Inspector of 
Steampoats for the District, and he pro- 
nounced her boilers in good condition and 
equal to new ones. The condition of her 
boilers was one of the objections raised to the 
vessel being accepted by the President by the 

zoard of Naval Inspectors, who made two 
adverse reports on her suitability for Arctic 
work. When the Guinare lands the perma- 
nent party she will return to the United 
States and be loaded with supplies 
and such other articles as may be needed and 
sail again for Lady Franklin Bay with another 
land party to take the place of the one sent out 
to-night, which will explore the interior of 
the Arctic country. An abundance of dogs 
and sleighs have been geo ch py a with 
experienced guides, who will be employed at 
Lady Franklin. To-night before the vessel 
started it was decided that she stop at Smith’s 
Point and take on 8,000 gallons of fresh water 
and also stop at Norfolk and ship additional 
naval stores.

It is argued for the petitioner that these 
provisions inaicate the policy of the Sta e in 
the protection of her citizens avainst compul- 
sory exposure of tbeir 33 papers and 
memcranda, unless found nncessary to the 
ends of justice, upon a showing by affidavit 
ot some credible persona’, and with full op- 
portunity before such exposure to show 
cause against it. Ihat a municipal 

ordinarce WLich observes none of tuese safe- 
guards. while it may not violate any specific 
prohibition, is yet not in harmony with the 
State law, and is, therefore, void. If the 
cases were strict/y parallel, it might not be dif- 
neut to concede this lack of harmony. But 
the statutory provisions are applicable only to 
the production of pavers by a party to the 
suit. Witnesses who are not parties are left 
without any such means of protection. A 
simple application to the Court, with a de- 


usually sufficient to obtain asubpena duces 
tccum,. The witness is never called upon to 
show cause against it. Ine petitioner in this 
case Was not a party to the matter under in- 
vestigation. He was a mere witness, and had 
no personal concern with it. There is, there- 
fore, as applicable to his case, no want of har- 
mony between the ordinanee and the statute. 

We do not understand that a witness who is 
served with a subpena duces tecum is entitled 
to be informed from its face that the book or 
paper to be produced is material to the in- 
quiry on band, or that any other of the 
numerous requisites insisted on for the peti- 
tioner are recognized in practice as pertain- 
ing to that process. Thewarrantof commit- 
ment contained all necessary recitals, and 
nothing more was required in that connection 
to justify the petitioner’s detention. 

It bas long bven understood that the con- 
stitutional guaranties against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, against depriving any 
person of life, liberty and property without 
due process of law, and in favor of the trial 
by jury, have no application to the compulsory 
production of muniments of testimony under 
proper authority, or to commitment for con- 
tempt by any tribunal lawfully acting in a quasi 
judicial capacity. This is familiar law, and 
needs noelucidation. Norule of law exempts 
uny person from producing books or papers 
material to an inquiry in the course of jus- 
tice, merely because they are private. Burn- 
ham vs. Morrissey. 14 Gray (Mass.), 226. 

The State Constitution requires that the 
charter which the freeholders are to pre- 
pare for the city of St. Louis “shall, among 
other things, provide fora chief executive 
and two houses of legislation, one of which 
shall be elected by general ticket.’’ Art. IX, 
sec. 20. No limitation is further attached to 
the powers of this prospective city legislature 
other than what is implied in the command 
that the charter shall bein harmony with the 
Coustitution and laws of Missouri, and the 
reservation to the General Assembly of “the 
same power over tbe city and county of St. 
Louis that it has over otner cities and coun- 
ties of this State.“ Art. IX, sec. 25. The Mu- 
nicipal Assembly created by the charter under 
these constitutional provisions came into ex- 
istence with all those inherent powers which 
are held necessary to the performance of lec- 
islative functions, witbin the sphere ot its 
authority, as marked out by the Constitution 
and charter, and subject only to the restric- 
tions above noted. Among those inherent 
and necessary powers is that of acquiring 
certain knowledge of facts,in order to the 
proper performance cf legislative duties. It 
must inquire into the condition of the various 
departments of the municipal government, 
the official conduet of its officers, agents and 
servants, and the legislative needs of differ- 
ent localities within the corporate territorial 
limits. To perform these and many other 
duties with any sort of effectiveness, it must 
in many cases, through its committees or oth- 
erwise, summon witnesses before it, and have 
the power of compelling their attendance, with 
the production of such books, papers or doc- 
uments as may be material to its investigations, 
under such forms and conditions as have 
been sanctioned by immemorial usage in judi- 
cia] inquiry. Nothing in the charter or in the 
Constitution and laws of Missouri forbids, 
even by implicajion,its use of such means and 
appliances, and the courts will not deny that 
reasonable privilege. We find nothing in the 
charter or the ordinance regulating such pro- 
ceedings that clashes with time-honored 
usages in similar eases. The demurrer to the 
return is overruled, and the petitioner re- 
manded to custody. Al) the Judges concur.

THE NOMINEE. 


A Faithful Sketch of the Life and Services 
of Gen. Hancock. 


General Winfield Scott Hancock is the 
ranking Major-General of the Army. 
lie possesses the advantages of un- 
doubted ability, of a conspicuously distin- 
cuished record, and almost unbounded popu- 
larity wherever he is known. Heis prudent, 


sincere, conservative and inflexibie in his loy- 
alty to principies approved by his judgment. 
In any position to which he might be called he 


would do his whole duty. 


General Hancockisa native of Pennsylva- 


nia, having been born in Montgomery county, 
in that Stute, on the 14th of February, 1824. 
jie graduated at West Point in 1844, and 
served mainly on frontier duty until 1816, 
anu afterwards in the war with Mexico, being 
preveted as First Lieutenant for gallant and 
meritorious conduct in the batties of Contreras 
and Cherubuseo. From 1848 to 1855 he was 
again emploved in frontier duty, an 1 from 
1555 to 1861 was Quartermaster of the South: 
ern District of Calitornia. In August ot the lat- 
ter year he was recalled to Washington, and 
when the Army of the Potomac was transferred 
to the Peninsula ia 1862, he was already a 
Brigadier-General, with the appro- 
priate command, in the Fourth Corps. His 
first opportunity to make a mark occurred at 
Williamsburg, and he made a brilliant one. 
He next distinguished himself in the battle of 
irazer’s Farm, and subsequently took au ac- 
tive part inthe campaign in Maryland, at the 
battles of South Mountain and Antietam. Be- 
ing made u Major-General, he conmanded a 
division at Fredericksburg and Chancellors- 
ville. AtGettysburg he did magnificent work. 
On the first day of the battle, July 1, 
1863, he was sent by Gen. Meade 
to decide whether a decisive battle should 
be given, or whether the army should 
fallback. He reported that Gettysburg was 
the place ro fight, and took immediate com- 
mand untilthe arrival of Meade. In the de- 
cisive action of July 3d he commanded on the 
leit center, sustaining the terrific onset of 
Lougstreet’s Contederates, and being severely 
wounded. Thethanksof Congress were for- 
mally tendered him for his conduct in these 
engagements. Being disabled by iis wounds, 
ie was on sick leave until March, 1464, being 
meanwhile engaged in recruiting the 
second Army Corps, which was placed 
under his command. At the open- 
ing of the campaign of that year under General 
Grant, he took the active command of this 
corps, and bore a prominent part in the bat- 
tles of the Widerness, Spottsylvania Court- 
house and North Anna, the second battle of 
Cold Harbor, and the operations around Pe- 
tersburg, until June 19, when, his wound 
breaking out afresh, he was lor a short time on 
sick leave. Ie afterwards resumed command, 
und participated in several actions, until No- 
vember 26, when he was called to Washington 
to organize the first corps ot veterans. 

The name of every great battle inthe East is 
‘inscribed on Haucock's flag. After the close 
ot the war he was placed successively in com- 
mand of the Middle Department, the Depart- 
ment of Missouri, of Louisiana and Texas, of 
Dakota. and oi the Department of the East. 
ile has his headquarters on Governor’s Island. 
Inthe Democratic National Conyention of 1868 
he received 14444 votes for the Presidential 
nomination. In 1876, in the National Conven- 
ition of the same party, he received 75 votes 
forthe same nomination. 

Gen. Hancock has uniformly maintained the 
doctrine that the military power should in 
time of peace be subordinated to the civil law. 
This was particularly shown in his address to 
mne court of inquiry constituted to try Gen. 
babcock, in 1875, in which he urged that, that 
officer having been formally indicted at St. 
Louis,it was right and proper that tbe military 
inquiry should be adjournedin order that the 
ordinary civil processes might take their course 
~—which suggestion was duly adopted. In 
1565, while in command of the “Fifth 
Military District, Gen. Hancock, in 
a letter to Governor. Pease, said: 
On them (the laws of Texas and Louisi- 
ang), as on a foundation of rock,reposes almost 
the entire structure of social order in these 
two States. Annul this code of laws, and there 
would be no longer any rights, either of per- 
ons or property, here. 1 say, unhesitating- 
ly, it it were possible that Congress should 
pass an act abolishing the local codes for 
[ouisiana and Texas, which I do not believe, 
and it should tall to my lot to supply their 
places with something of my own, I do not see 
how I could do better than follow the laws in 
force here prior to the rebellion, excepting 
wherein they shall relate to slavery. Power 
may destroy thetorms, but not the principles 
of justice; these will livein spite even of the 
sword.“ 

Gen. Hancock is a man of handsome pres- 
ence and most agreeable manners. He is per- 
tectly straight; a blonde, witha rich skin and 
bine eyes and light khair, now turning gray; 
and his address is both courtly and simple. 

Gen. Hancock, while a citizen ot Pennsyl- 

vania, isin almost all respects of fellowship 
and association aNew Yorker. He is on excel- 
lent terms wit! the leading volunteer officers 
ot the New York militia, and co-operates with 
them tntheir parades, shooting-matches, etc. 
He is atavored guest at the houses ef some of 
the best people in New York, but makes no 
pretension to wealth or style. Theregard of his 
mon tor him is boundless. While he will, 
perhaps, Graw as many votes in New York 
is any Democrat, he will poll an immense 
vote in Pennsylvania, for he is not repuguant 
to the good sense and feeling of the Republi- 
Can soldtery, having never stepped out of the 
course of conviction to recommend himself to 
one party or the other. As to the imputation 
that he hanged Mrs. Surratt, it will bs of no ef- 
lect except among the most ignorant and un- 
reasoning. When the Commander in-chiet of 
the Military and Naval Forces had been assas- 
sinated by persons living within the military 
linesofthe United States, it would scarcely 
have been a gallant example for Gen. Hancock

The wean 
ding took place in the fami- 
lv mansion, which stood between 
Walnut and Elm just across from where 
the Southern Hotel now is. Russell and Ben- 
nett lived in double bouses close to each oth- 
er, onthe same square, and their families 
stood very highin social circles. There was 
RO more hospitable man in the city than Sam- 
vel Russell, and his house was frequented 
by 1 lurge circle of friends and 
acquaintances. Mrs. Hancock was considered 
one of the most accomplished and beautiful 
voung ladies in this country. She was always 
gentle and amiablein ner disposition, and if 
her gallant husband is elected President she 
will grace the White House as few women have 
since the days of the early Presidents. Her 
father died many years ago, but her mother. a 
most charming old lady. lives with 
her and is now at her home in 
New York. Mrs. Hancock is possessed of con- 
siderable means on her own account and hasa 
fine farm and country residence near Jefferson 
Barracks. She has no sisters living and only one 
brother. He, I believe, is a planter in Louis- 
iana. General Hancock remained here at Jet- 
ferson Barracks till 1856, when he was remov- 
ed to anotber post. While here he made 
many acquaintances and established a person- 
alpopularity that has always made him a 
great favorite. 1do not think the nomination 
ot any other man would have excitedso much 
enthusiasm in St, Louis.’’ 


Ex-Gov, B. Gratz Brown 
is a warm personal friend of Gen. Hancock’s, 
and is rejoiced to hear of his nomination. 
Said he to the reporter: ‘‘I came to 
St. Louis about the time Gen. Hancock 


did, and heand I usedto go a-courting to- 
gether when he was a young lieutenant in the 
regular army. I knew his father-in-law, Mr. 
Russell, well, and can say with pleasure that 
his wife is a most estimable lady.

At that time he 
said to some friends at Sedalia that 
he might one day make his home on his 
Windsor farm—that tbe surrounding country 
was beautiful and thathe didnot know ota 
more charming place where he covld spend 
the remainder ot his life. He then intimatea 
that he expected to retire from active service 
in the army. 


What an Old Soldier and a Grant Man

A reporter met Mr. Geo. W Campbell on 
Change. He is a member of the firm of 
Campbell & Cartan, and wasa Grant Repub- 
lican. In answer to the question how he liked
